Ingram has. withdrawn from the bidding,

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Hamilton’s contention that non-bidders 
can’t appeal is incorrect, Ingram added.

-The conflict auction will be watched j 
closely. Idaho’s livestock industry has vig- 
orously opposed the auction. Marvel has 
said he expects to prove that ranchers will 
-pay, much more, for, publicriands. grazing 
privileges than they currently pay. 

Marvel, a Hailey architect, in September 
formed the Idaho Watersheds Project Mar-

-want to lease state lands-now used for graz- 
ing livestock. 

At stake is a square mile in Custer Coun- 
ty. now leased by Ingram and his Warm 
Springs Ranch.

CHICAGO — Police sent to check on 
91 -year-old Victoria Moryn found a har- 
rowing sight 

The frail immigrant was frozen in 
inch-thick ice on the floor of her indicat- 
ed house. And she was alive. 

When one officer touched her “she 
started moaning." said neighbor Chris 
'StaalacvriczT woo"accomparue<r policeT 
“He nearly jumped out of his skin." 

“She was saying, ‘Oh God, Oh God’ 
in Polish. I believe that’s what pulled 
- her through," Staszkiewictsakl.. . 

The woman was jn a kneeling position 
with her knees, toes and bare feet frozen 
to the floor, ami police had to chip away 
at the ice to free her, said Sgt Michael 
McMahon. 

Moryn was in critical condition Tues- 
day with severe frostbite on her hands 
apd feet, hypothermia and unstable 
blood pressure. 

. Motyn, a native of Poland, is a widow 
who kept to herself and lived alone in 
the two-flat duplex ahe ownfl qn the 
city’s new- west side. . v 

Neighbors recalled seeing her'pushing 


a shopping cart around the area, picking 
up wood to heat her home. She was 
found near a cold pot-belly, stove in the 
front room of the first-floor apartment, 
McMahon said. 

The temperature outside was around 
10 when "she was found Monday. The ~ 
city dropped to 21 below zero Tuesday. 

Neighbors hadn't seen her for a week, 
and friends who used to. take her food 
' and coal called pollce whtn they noticed ■ " 
no smoke coming from her chimney. 

“We thought she had died," Stasz- 
kiewiersaid. ••••■' 

.^Watcr leaking from broken pipes had . 
formed an. inch-thick layer of icc on the 
floor, and Moryn somehow became 
stuck there, McMahon said. 

AH the blankets in the house were 
frozen, so a female officer cradled 
Moryn in her arms to warm her until an 
ambulance arrived, Staszlrimvicz said. 

No one knew the circumstances of 
Moiyn’s ordeal, and she was too ill to 
describe it. 

“We' really don’t know how long she 
was in that condition," McMahon said. 
He said he" doubted- it was a lohg - tirtie . 
considering her age.

So far, city fire officials hove in- 
formally tallied more than 790 
blazes, sparked by Monday’s quake. 
About 200 caused extensive damage ' 
and die remainder resulted in moder- 
ate to serious damage. 

Federal officials do not yet. have 
even a reliable preliminary estimate 
of the cost of the earthquake to the 
government. But Richard Krimm,. 
associate director of FEMA, said he 
expected the cost of responding to 
Monday’s deadly quake to exceed 
the $ 1.1 billion remaining in the 
agency’s disaster fund offer floods in 
the Midwest last summer and wild- 
fires around Los Angeles lost fall. 

Department of Water and Powers 
officials estimated that their facili- 
ties suffered $150 million in dam- 
age. Los Angeles school district of- 


ficials reported that as many os 200 
schools suffered moderate or severe 
damage — at a cost of at least $100 
million; 

In the seaside community of Santa 
Monica, some residents expressed 
concern that reports from the 
quake ’ s epicenter in the San'Feman- 
do Volley had overshadowed severe 
damage in their city, where 83 build- 
ings were deemed unsafe for occu- 
pancy and 1 1 1 others structures 
were cited for limited access. 

In Ventura County to the west of 
the quoke’s epicenter, damage esti- 
mates rose to at least $400 million 
and injury totals climbed to 800 on 
Tuesday as officials said they ex- 
pected to join the San Fernando Val- 
ley as o federal disaster area. 

At least half the damage was re- 
ported in Fillmore, where dozens of 
aging masonry shops collapsed and 
between 600 and 1,000 houses were 
damaged, officials estimated. But it

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Iva Erwin - 

spent her 80th birthday sitting on a 


' curb without her mcdidne, her shoes 
or a roof over her bead. 

On Tuesday, she was tired, con- 
fused — and scared to go home. 

ATTCWTecl away, "Jacqueline 
Jacquez, age 6, was clutching her 
father, her head burrowed in his shirt, 
still shaking from the predawn jolt 
that tore her from the warmth of her 
bed a day before. 

For the young and old, the initial 
terror of Monday’s earthquake is over, 
but the aftershocks and the fear that 
next time it could be the Big One have- 
left them stunned, shaken and sleep- 


“I won’t go back. No-ooo,” said 
Erwin, who moved to a Red Cross ‘ 
shelter after her apartment building 
was heavily damaged in the quake, 
which struck on her 80th birthday. “It 
just isn’t safe.” 

"Scare.dJs_iiQt.thc_wQrd,!l.said_. 

Marion Sweet, a-44-year secretary 
staying in the shelter with her two 
teen-age sons. “I thought I woke up in 
hell. ... You don’t want to g o to sleep. 
You’re afraid if you do, you’ll go 
through the same nightmare." 

Sweet and nearly 400 others spent 
Monday night on cots or in the park- 
ing lot of the Granada Hills High 
School, about five miles from the 

quake’s epicenter. • 

Many, including Sweet, didn’t lose 
their homes, but were afraid to return 
immediately because windows were 
n. blown out, furniture was overturned 
and walls were cracked. 

On Tuesday, the victims clustered 
in the dank gym or in breakfast lines 
outside. They were anxious, sad and 
worried about the future — feelings 
psychologists say arc common and 
unlikely to fade quickly. . 

The next few weeks are the hard- 
est,” said Chaytor Mason, associate 
professor of human facto rs-psycholo- 
gy at the University of Southern 
California. “If people hear a door 
slam, they jump up expecting an 
earthquake. They’re feeling after- 
shocks when they don’t occur.

She kept say- 
ing, 'Don’t let me go,"’ he said, hold- 
ing Jacqueline in his lap as they wait- - 
cd for water outside the shelter. 

Children are particularly trauma- 
tized by these kinds of disasters, said 
Genevieve Terrill, a psychologist at 
the Los Angeles Unified School 
District. 

"They’re going to feel insecure,” 
she said. “They’re going to feel out of 
- control —You have- to give- them - the— 
chance to talk and talk and talk. ... 
You want to give them the feeling ... 
we’re prepared." 

JolmTreedy,-an-assistanLprofessor 
‘of clinical psychology at the Medical ! 
University df South Carolina, said it’s 
best to have the children involved in 
the cleanup. 

Freedy and his colleagues have 
studied the psychological aftermath of 
five recent catastrophes — including 
two hurricanes and the 1991 Oakland 
Hills fire — and found most victims 
establish a sense of normalcy within 
six months. 

“Human being's are remarkably 
resilient," he said. "The silver lining is 
that given the passage of time ... two 
years from now, 95 percent of the 
people are going to be perfectly fine. 
The footnote to that is if 3 to 4 percent 
have major problems, that still equates 
to thousands of people. And that's an 
important group to pay attention to.” 

Shirley Williams, the 28-year-old 
mother of two, is hoping her family 
will bounce back soon. 

But she knows she’s going to have 
to do some convincing to calm her 13- 
year-old daughter, Kahlela. 

“My daughter said, 'I don’t want to 
live here anymore.’ But I told her it 
doesn’t matter, it could be a tornado, 
an earthquake or something else,” 

. Williams said. “If God is really ready 
for us to go, we’ll go."

• WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Reagan acquiesced in a covcrupof the 
Iran-Contra scandal that was spear- 
headed by Attorney General Edwin 
Mccsc and carried our anhc top levels ' 
of the Reagan administration, the 
prosecutor concluded in his final 
report Tuesday. 

In two volumes that were immedi- 
ately denounced by Reagan, Mecsc, 
cx-Prcsident Bush and others, the 
Iran-Contra ptosecutor declared that 
Reagan’s aides withheld information 
on the scandal from prosecutors and 
Congress. 

Impeachment -of Reagan “certainly. 

should have been considered" by the 
congressional committees investigat- 
ing the Iran-Contra affair, Walsh told 
a news conference. 

Reagan called Walsh’s report a 
"vehicle for baseless accusations that 
he could never have proven in court." 

Walsh cril icizcd Bush’s pard ons of 

cx-Dcfcnsc Secretary - Caspar 
Weinberger and five other Iran-Contra 
figures as cither “an act of friendship 
or an act of self-protection." -Thc.pat-. 
dons were issued on Christmas Eve 
1992, two weeks before the scheduled 
start of Weinberger’s criminal trial — 
in which Bush was a potential wit- 
ness. 

“President Reagan, the secretary of 
' state, the secretary of defense, and the 
director of central intelligence and 
their necessary assistants committed 




themselves, however reluctantly, " to 
secretly arming the Nicaraguan 
Contras and to dealing arms to Iran to 
gain release of Americans held' 
hostage in the Middle East, Walsh’s 
report said. 

"They skirted the law; some of them 
broke the law, and almost all of them 
tried to cover up the President’s willful 
activities," Walsh’s report concluded. 

Walsh’s report said that there was 
“no credible evidence that President 
Reagan violated any criminal statute. 

"Nevertheless, he set the stage for 
the illegal, activities of others. by 
encouraging and in general terms 
ordering” military aid to the Contra 
rebels in Nicaragua at a time when 
Congress banned such aid, the report 
said. 

When the Iran arms sales became 
public in 1986, Reagan “knowingly 
participated or at least acquiesced in 
the efforts" of histop aides to cover up

Reagan’s prior approval of a 
November 1985 delivery of Hawk mis- 
siles to Iran, which Reagan’s aides 
'feared had been illegal, the report said. 

Walsh said he discovered the 
covcrup when, he found the notes of 
ex-Whitc House chief of staff Don 
Regan and Weinberger in 1992. 
Regan was "a participant in the 
covcrup, but he readily cooperated 
with Walsh beginning in 1992, the 
rcport-concludcd. 

The notes of Regan and Weinberger 
disclosed that “Mccsc appeared to 
have spearheaded an effort among top 
officials to falsely deny presidential 
awareness of the Hawk transaction," 
said Walsh’s report.

Nagging prompts women to get mammograms 


Radiation probe may take year

WASHINGTON (AP) — Women whose doc- 
tors or insurers nag them a little. about mammo- 
grams, with letters or phone calls, arc more likely 
to get the potentially life-saving tests, researchers 
reported Tuesday. - ■— 

Although the number of women getting mam- 
mograms doubled between 1987 and 1990, 38 
percent of U.S. women considered candidates for 
mammograms have never had one, according to 
research published in the American Journal of 
Public Health. 

In a series of studies on mammography, scien- 
tists found many older women do not know that 
the test is recommended to detect early breast 
cancer even if they do not have symptoms or risks 
for the deadly disease. 

They concluded that doctors should educate 
women about mammograms and found that sim- 
ple mailed and telephoned reminders can help 
dramatically for little cost. 

“There’s a core group of women out there who 


aren’t getting the message about the importance 
of mammograms," said Dr. Eunice King, a 
behavioral researcher at the Fox Chase Cancer 
Center in Philadelphia. “They need more person- 
alized contacts • — 

Breast cancer takes 46,000 lives a year in this 
country. Studies indicate that routine mammogra- 
phy reduces the death rate by a-lhird for women 
over age 50. 

King studied women who received cancer 
information and a referral for a free mammogram 
from a Philadelphia health maintenance organiza- 
tion. 

Of the first 2,127- women mailed the informa- 
tion, King followed 745 who did not get tested 
initially. 

She sent 381 of them a letter on stationery from 
the health maintenance organization that urged 
them to make an appointment quickly. 

Forty-two percent got the test, compared with 
only 28 percent of women who were not remind- 


ed. The cost was 91 cents per successful 
reminder. 

Another 2,123 women were mailed the packet 
from the health maintenance organization. Of 
these, 1,71 0 didnot get a mammogram and were 
mailed a reminder. About 598 women still were 
not tested. A third were mailed another reminder, 
another third got a more detailed letter urging a full 
checkup, and the rest were telephoned by a health 
educator who discussed concerns about mammo- 
grams with the women and again urged the test. 

"These were the women who were least likely 
to respond," King said. 

Yet 28 percent of the women telephoned got 
mammograms, compared with only 12 and 14 
percent of the others. “Clearly, the more personal 
contact by the telephone helped," King said. 

The phone calls were more expensive — $4.92 
per success. But that expense pales compared to 
the cost of treating breast cancer that is not detect- 
ed early, King said.

Rollic Woods was found dead in a_ 
duplex Sunday morning around 9:30 
by his employer.

School consolidation bill clears 1st hurdle

Rupert may increase sewage

BOISE - A bill designed to make 
school -district consolidations, such as 
the one being considered in Hansen 
and Murtaugh, a little easier breezed 
through its first major legislative hur- 
dle Tuesday. 

With no debate and no dissent, the 
Senate Education Committee 
approved the bill and sent it on to the 
full Senate. 

The measure, introduced last week 
by Sen. Laird Noh-, R-Kimberly, 
would allow people in districts consid- 
ering a merger to vote in one election 
on the merger and on a bond issue to 
build facilities for the combined dis- 
trict. 

If a majority in each of the two cur- 
rent districts voted for consolidation, 
the votes on the bond issue would be 
counted. Then, if the bond issue 
received two-thirds of the votes in the 
entire proposed consolidated district,

both questions would be deemed to 
have passed. 

But if cither question fuiled torgain 
the required majority, both would fail. 

Three Murtaugh men who arc work- 
ing on the pro-consolidation effort 
came to Boise to testify on Noh’s bill, 
although -it passed so quickly they 
didn’t get a chance to speak. 

Afterward, they said the measure 
would address some of the fears peo- 
ple have about consolidation. 

“People arc saying, ‘What if we 
consolidate and then the bond fails and 
we don’t get a a new building?’ ” said 
Sid Sperry. “We’d be stuck." 


Those kinds of worries helped doom 
a consolidation push in the mid-1980s,

■ The two school districts have flirted 
with consolidation for decades - 
sometimes by themselves, sometimes 
with neighboring districts. Hansen has 
generally favored consolidation, but 
opinion in Murtaugh is sharply divid- 
ed. 

Hansen had 370 students enrolled 
last school year, Murtaugh had 304. 

Last year, after Murtaugh district 
voters rejected a $2.18 million bond 
issue for a new middle schdol-high 
school building! a group of Murtaugh 
patrons joined with a similar group in 
Hansen to push for consolidation of 
the two districts. 

The Hansen-Murtaugh effort is the 
first time anyone has used a 24-year- 
old state law allowing citizens to initi- 
ate a consolidation attempt. 

The pro-consolidation groups have 
until early March to present a merger 
plan to the Hansen and Murtaugh 


school boards. Following public hear- 
ings and approval by the Slate Board 
'of'EducarlonT'thrplarrwould-go— 
before the voters. 

The Senate probably will vote on 
Noh’s bill late this week or early next 
week. If it passes, it will go to the 
House of Representatives. 

A similar bill last year passed the 
Senate 32-2, with Sen. Denton 
Darringlon, R-Dcclo, casting one of 
the “no” votes. But it was late in the 
legislative session, and the House 
never got a chance to consider the bill. 

House Education Chairman Ron 
Black, R-Twin Falls, said his panel 
probably will look favorably at this 
year’s bill. 

“I think the fact they’re coming 
from a small community, talking about 
doing something good about school 
consolidation, would play well with 
the committee,” Black said. “That’s 
something we’ve been talking about 
for some time - encouraging consoli- 
dation rather than mandating it.”

Terror at destroyed apartment building yields to heroism 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — John and 
Josephine Winans owe their lives to one ran- 
dom beam. 

Alan and Buffy Jo Fitch saved their neigh- 
bors by turning a fire hose into a lifeline. 

At the Northridgc Meadows Apartments, 
in the bluc-collar neighborhood at the epi- 
center of the Southern California earthquake, 
tragedy gave rise to both tenor and heroism 
Monday. 

When the earth rolled, the top two stories 
of the 164-unit wood-and-stucco complex 
sank into the ground floor, crushing it. 
Sixteen people were killed. 

The body of a man was discovered this 
morning in the ruins of the ground floor, 
raising the death toll at, the building to nine 
women and seven men. 


Rescue workers using dogs worked 
through the night, creeping about the ruins of 
more than 40 apartments. Searchers were 
called off around midday Tuesday. 

“Wc are confident there arc no other vic- 
tims in this building," Los Angeles County 
Battalion Chief Kcno De Varney said. 

The Winans were among the survivors. 

"There was a beam that saved us," Mrs. 
Winan said. "It made a little cubbyhole just 
big enough for ourbodics.” — 

"It was a miracle,” her husband said. 
“We're laying in that bed, then it sounded 
like hell opening up. It was rolling arid rock- 
ing.. Wc were flying everywhere. Then it 
stopped and 1 saw light and neighbors pulled 
us out about four minutes later." 

Safe on the street, he realized he was 


naked. Neighbors gave him shoes and pants 
and a sweatshirt. 

The Fitches woke to the sounds of the 
wrenched building groaning and trapped 
neighbors crying. 

“What wus really hard was when you 
could hear someone screaming and you 
couldn't help them," Mrs. Fitch said. 

She and her husband, who climbs moun- 
. tains as a hobby, made thei r way to the t hird 
-floor, where - they "tied fire hoses around the* 
waists of some 15 residents and lowered 
them to the. court yard. 

On the first floor, Fitch found a woman 
trapped under what hud been her bedroom 
.wall. "She vifi s completely helpless," Fitch 
said. "One of her legs wasn’t working." 

With her husband pushing from one side 


and Fitch on the other side pulling her arms, 
they managed to drag the woman from the 
rubble. • * *' 

Apartment manager Pat Mekinski sat in a 
lawn chair clutching her Pekingese, Nicky, 
and trying not to cry. "Everyone was outside 
screaming,” Mekinski said. "The babies 
were screaming, you couldn't sec anything.” 
Erik Pearson, a resident of the complex 
and an cmcrgcncy medical technician, said 
he had pronounced five people dead. 

Pearson walked about clutching a fire 
extinguisher. Finally, someone cosed it out 
of his hands. 1 He' said he couldn't understand 
why the building collapsed when an identical 
one next door was still standing. * 

A contingent of the Urban Search and 
Rescue Team, a national strike team support- 


ed by the federal government, pulled in with 
enough supplies to last them through 72 
hours of exploration. 

Stocked with their own water, food and 
sleeping quarters, the team unpacked large . 
air bags to lift rubble and spark-free radios to 
avert gas fires. 

"Thera® always hope there are people in ’ 
there," Tara Gregory Gonzalez, hurrying off 
to work. 

Firefighters searched the building three 
times before dusk, using dogs trained to 
detect any humans — alive or dead — and 
super-sensitive listening devices. 

Swinging axes jnto walls, and floors, crews 
knockeff'6'uTh'otes and dropped in the 
devices, listening hard. 

They heard only silence.

"Wc haven't stood up and told 
them the good things we do,” said 
Aaron Reed of Kamiah, an employ- 
ee of the Weyerhaeuser timber 
company. "We have more to lose 
" than anybody by doing poor log- 
ging.” 

The gathering sponsored by the 
Idaho Farm Bureau and other 
groups drew hundreds of people in 
cowboy chaps, logging suspenders 
and caps with farm implement 
logos. It also attracted a contingent 
of Republican lawmakers and 
hopefuls from Congress to. county 
government. 

. A “parade, of endangered peo- 
ple," driving tractors and logging 
trucks proceeded down Capitol 
Boulevard before the conclave. 

The counterpart to the "Save 
Western Ways" event was a sub- 
dued daylong series of lectures and 
discussions at Boise State 
University. Monday’s forum was 
labeled "Voices from the Rest of 
the West." 

Organizers said most Idahoans 
arc now urban people; recreation 
and tourism should take the place 
of land-related jobs.

Huish, a retired engineer and steel 
plant manager from St. George, is one 
of hundreds of amateur radio operators 
trying to help in the aftermath of 
Monday's Los Angeles earthquake. 
The 6.6-magnitudc jolt struck the Son 
Fernando Valley at 5:3! a.m., MST, 
and killed more than 30 people. 

“The biggest problem — the thing 
wc’vc been doing — is making welfare 
calls to people who have been blocked 
out of the phones." said Huish, who 
received his license to operate a HAM" 
radio in 1939. 

As part of the Cactus Network, 
which covers most of California, 
Nevada, Arizona and Utah, Huish has 
responded to radio calls across. the state 
including inquiries from Salt Lake, 
Provo and Price. The private' network 
of amateur radio operators uses moun- 
taintop receivers to relay information. 

“The requests have been one steady 
stream since 6 run. Monday morning," 
Huish said. The. news. has i>ecn good,

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No trick to buying, installing vinyl sheet flooring 

Follow 
these tips

If you haven't looked closely at 
vinyl sheet flooring for a few years;, 
—you've got a treat in store. 

It’s more flexible, more forgiving, 
easier to clean and keep clean, and it. 
comes in a wide variety of colors 
and patterns. • - 

Even the most inexperienced do- 
it-yourselfer can install it. Here's a 
primer on how to buy and install 
flooring. 

Before you even shop for floor- 
ing, carefully measure each wail in 
the room where the flooring will be 
installed. Most flooring is sold in 6- 
or 12-foot-wide rolls. You’ll need to 
know the overall room dimensions, 
as well as how cabinets or other fac- 
tors affect the amount of flooring. 
Include all your measurements in a 
floor-plan drawing you can take to 
the store. 

Most rooms will take a 12-fool- 
widc roll without seaming. Six-foot- 
wide sections have to be seamed, 
but are easier to transport. 

Make sure that you order just a bit 
more flooring than you need. 
Professionals suggest about 3 per- 
cent more for floors of 600 to 1,000 
square feet, and about 10 percent 
more with smaller square footage. 

While you’re at your floor dealer 
or home center buying the flooring, 
purchase the tools you’ll need. Trim ' 
kits usually consist of large sheets of 
paper you can spread out on the 
floor to map out the exact shape of _ 
the floor, a cutting-tool, a "tracing" 
tool and a full set of instructions. 

Other tools you’ll probably need 
include a notched trowel, chalk line, 
straight edge, scissors and square. 

If you’ll be installing a floor that 
will need to be seamed, it’s also 
important that you get a scam kit 
from the dealer. 

In addition, check with the dealer 
to find out what type (if any) adhe- 
sive you'll need. 

Before installation, take up any 
baseboards or other obstacles that 
can be removed. 

Vinyl sheet flooring is best put 
dowrf over a wood subfloor that’s 
clean and free of ciacks. If the nails 
that arc in the subfloor arc not close 
together - within a few inches of 
cacfj other - there’s a good chance 
thefloor will warp. 

if there arc differences in height 
or cracks or pockets in the subfloor, 
plane or sand the differences or

apply a wood filler and sand. 

New vinyl sheet flooring also can 
be installed over old sheet flooring, 
but you must make certain that the 
old flooring has no wax on it, that 
it’s smooth and that there are no 
areas where the old flooring has 
come loose. 

Never install new vinyl sheet 
flooring over old ceramic tiles or 
any type of uneven masonry floor- 
ing. 

It’s also possible to install vinyl 
sheet floorin&dircclly onto a con- 
crete slab. New concrete needs at 
least a month to cure. Make sure the 
concrete is free of dust, dirt and 


grease. 

'Check the slab for low points or 
pockets by using a level or a straight 
edge. If you do find low points, fill 
them with a concrete filler. If you 
find high points such as blobs of 
concrete, use a chisel and hammer to 
get rid of them. (Remember to wear 
safety glasses if you do this.) 

Once the floor is level, apply a 
concrete scaler. 

Lay heavy paper atop the old floor 
and cut out a dummy floor plan. If 
you have a special flooring trim kit, 
paper should be included. 

Spread out your vinyl flooring, 
face up. Transfer the. dummy floor 


plan to it, taking care to keep the 
pattern right side up. Some floor 
experts advise cutting so that there 
are 3 inches more on each side to 
allow for trim. But it can be difficult 
to put down the floor with the extra 
inches, so other experts advise cut- 
ting exactly to the floor size. 

Once the . new flooring has been 
cut. to size, apply the adhesive 
according to the method advised by 
the floor dealer or the manufacturer. 

Here's one method: Starting at the 
edge of the longest straight wall, 
apply a band of adhesive about 12 
inches wide. Begin unrolling the 
viny.1 along that wall. If you’re 


going to install baseboard, consider 
stapling the flooring along the wall. 

■ Continue to apply adhesive and 
then roll out the flooring. Use a 
small roller - perhaps a rolling pin 
covered with plastic wrap - to press 
out air bubbles as you go. Roll in the 
direction you’re unrolling the vinyl. 

When you meet obstacles such as 
cabinets, two methods of cutting the 
vinyl where it meets a comer should 
be observed. If the cabinet comer 
juts out toward you, cut the vinyl 
straight down on the comer to where 
it meets the floor. With an inward 
comer, cut a U-shaped hole wilh the 
bottom center of the U where the

Here are a-few. additional 
tips on laying a vinyl flobr: 

• The special cutting tool 
that conies with the Armstrong 
trim kit is almost worth the 
price of the kit by itself. The 
sharp, curved blade allows 
easy “pull" cutting and saves 
whatever is beheath. 

• Consider wearing gloves 
while you’re handling the mas- 
tic. It gets everywhere. If you 
wear gloves, you won’t have to 
wash your hands with a pow- 
der hand-washing soap every 
time you need to handle the top 
side of the flooririgrTK&”dOWn“ 
side of wearing gloves, though, 
is that you might have to toss 
them out afterward. Some 
adhesives will come off in the 
wash. Some, like the needles 
from a real Christmas tree, 
might never disappear. 

• Handle the new flooring 
carefully. While top-quality 
vinyl flooring is much more 
forgiving than older flooring or . 
cheaper grades, it still can 
crack. 

• Keep solvents handy for 
cleaning adhesive from the 
vinyl. 

• Don’t put anything heavy 
on the new vinyl floor for at 
least 48 hours. It can Ipavc an 
imprint, especially on cush- 
ioned flooring. 

• Some vinyl flooring 
should not be washed immedi- 
ately. Be sure to observe the 
instructions that come with the 
flooring.

Picking right firewood no easy chore 

When seeking high-intensity heat, dense is better; mix works too

And like Houlcttc, other fireplace 
enthusiasts need to. ask a few impor- 
tant questions about the type, amount 
and cost of the wood they’re order- 
ing. And, of course, whether the 
price includes slacking. 

Experts say fewer of us are using 
wood to heat our homes than in the 
energy-conscious 1980s. But we buy 
80 million of those wax-and-sawdust 
fire logs each year - and one-third are 
used along with conventional fire- 
wood. 

"Not all firewood is>crcatcd equal, 
that’s for sure," said Tom Martin, 
urban forester with the Cooperative 
Extension Service in Mecklenburg 
County, N.C. 

One pound of wood has about the 
same heating value as another pound,, 
he said. But some wood is dense and 
heavy, while other wood is light. The 
heavy species make better firewood. 

“Hickory and oak arc the two pri- 
mary species for firewood," he said 
earlier this week. “Oak is best in the 
minds of many people."

Rubber mallet, 
scraper, glue and it’s like new 


Q, Some of the spindle# arc Iooee_ 
on one of my favorite chairs, and 
the back of the chair ia coming 
apart. 

How do I go about repairing it? 
— HMcBell. 

A. The most effective repair^ can' 
be made if you can disassemble the 
section of the chair that is loose or 
wobbly - in this case, the back. 
Before disassembling, however, tag 
each spindle or other part so it can 
-be- put-back. in.its original. place.. 
Small numbered strips of masking 
tape make good tags. 

Use a rubber mallet to bump 
apart loose pieces without damag- 
ing them. 

Clean old, dried glue from the 
ends of spindles and the sockets or 
holes into which they fit. This is 
important since fresh glufi won’t 
adhere well to old glue. 

A 6mall knife, used a s a scapcr, 
aml~fiandpaper will 'generally 
remove old glue. Try not to remove 
wood from the parts. 

Use a wood glue such as Elmer’s 
Carpenters Wood Glue or Titebond 
to reglue the pieces in their original 
positions. 

Use only a thin film of glue on 
each part; if you use too much glue 
you can’t get o strong joint. 

If necessary, use rope or a special 
web clamp to hold the assembly 
tightly together while the glue 
cures. 

. If it is not possible to disassem- 
ble a loose section for rcgluing; 
other strategies can be used. 

A liquid called Chair-Loc, which 
tightens joints by causing the wood 



to swell, can be dribbled into loose 
joints. 

This product is sold in squeeze 
bottles at some hardware stores and 
home centers. A mail-order source 
is Woodworker’s ~ Supply, '6f 
Casper, Wyo. (telephone 800-645- 
9292). ’ 

An old method of tightening a 
very loose joints without disassem- 
bly is to force pieces of glue-cov- 
ered toothpicks into the socket 
around the spindle. 

Let the glue dry, then cut off the 
toothpicks so they are flush with 
the socket surface. 

Q. The basement water pipes in 
our house were evidently once cov- 
ered with asbestos insulation, 
which was removed. 

However, there are still some 
shreds of asbestos sticking to the 
pipe hangers. Is this dangerous? 
Should wejtave someone remove 
the shreds7 — J. Cunningham. 

A. The rule of thumb about han- 
dling asbestos or asbestos-contain- 
ing materials is: 

If the asbestos is in good condi- 
tion, leave it alone; if it is in poor 
condition so that particles of it 
might be inhaled, it is dangerous; 

If the shreds you describe are 
really asbestos, -Ihey might be dan- 


gerous, so I suggest you have the 
pipes checked by a qualified 
asbestos-removal cqntractor. 
Contractors are listed under 
“Asbestos Removal & Abatement 
Service" in the yellow pnges. 

Q. One wall of my unbeated, 
attached garage adjoins the living 
area of the house and ia insulated. 

The other three walls of the 
garage are exposed to the outside 
and are not insulated. 

Is there any benefit to ins ulating 
the three outside wails? — M. 


A. It is important to make sure 
that walls-of attached garages are 
insulated if the walls adjoin the 
house, but other walls of unhealed 
garages are generally left uninsulat- 
ed. 

There would be some winter 
advantage to insulating the outside 
walls in that the garage would _ bet- 
ter retain any solar heat gained 
through windows or the roof. This 
should make starting cars easier. 

If you decide to heat the garage 
for any rea9oh, you should, of 
course, insulate the walls. If fiber- 
glass insulation with a kraft-paper 
facing is used, be sure to cover the 
insulation with drywall or other 
fire-resistant. paneling, since the 
paper is flammable.

No small task: Getting 
home ready for baby

.Preparing a home for the arrival 
of a baby this new year is fun and 
exciting, but it’s also becoming a 
complex, time-consuming and 
costly undertaking. This is already 
a 56 million baby, and there’s no 
end in sight. 

My wife and I already had 
child-proofed our home in antici- 
pation of adopting a couple of kids 
between the-ages of 2 and 7, Out 
of the blue, though, came a chance 
to adopt a baby. I’m finding that 
this is a much more expensive 
undertaking and requires many 
more changes in a home.

dolls? The dolls have been packed 
in boxes and are in storage. The 
bookcase needs to be fastened to 
the wall to make sure it.won't top- 
ple and hurt an infant if there’s a 
substantial earthquake. ' 

The prospective nursery is about 
6 feet from the stairwell leading to 
the first floor. Wc bought a baby 
gate a few weeks ago when my . 
wife couldn't pass up a little dog 
at an animal --shelter, fund-raisec,. 
The gate, however, is at the bot- 
tom of the stairs. (The pup isn’t 
perfectly housebroken and we 
don’t want her on the stair or 
upstairs carpet.) 

Along with the gate, I’ll have to 
screen off the lower portion of 
some, of the spindles at the top of 
the stairwell rail so the little one 
cani’l get through when he finally 
starts to crawl. 

Then there’s the changing- table 
situation. We’ve got a small chest 
of drawers in that room. I plan to 
make a changing “platform” that 1 
can attach to the back of the chest 
of drawers. When it’s no longer 
needed, I can remove the platform 
and the chest of drawers can be 
used for its intended purpose. 

Yes, a lot of changes. For a long 
time, I had been planning to buy 
an antique car for my 50th birth- 
day this year. You know, an 
antique for an antique? Anyway, 
with nil the expensesTm facing 
now, that’s probably out. Instead 
of road-testing cars. I’ve been 
road-testing baby strollers.

This just in: The Center for 
Science in the Public Interest has 
discovered that food can be fat- 
tening! CSP1. the consumer group 
that recently caused moo-shu 
madness when it reported on the 
high fat content of Chinese 
restaurant 'dishes, is releasing a 
study on Italian restaurant food, 
wiiich concludes that if you don't 
use your noodle when ordering, 
you might end up with "a heart 
attack on a plate."- 

Mamma min! The fcttuccinc 
Alfredo isn't the only thing that 
needs lightening up. 

There arc no surprises for pco- 


goocy globs of butter, cream and 
cheese are gooey globs of calories 
and fat. 

Basically, the survey shows that 
anything that tastes really good is 
pretty bad nutritionally. Anything 
with spaghetti und tomato or 
marinuru sauce, red or white clam 
sauce, meat sauce or even meat- 
balls is okay. In other words, any- 
thing ordered by u 4 year old is 
safe. 

CSPI followed the same format 
to compile the Italian survey that 
it used last September for its 
analysis of Chinese food. This 
time, dinner-size takeout portions 
of IS popular Italian dishes at 21 
mid-priced restaurunts in New 
York. Chicago and San Francisco 
were shipped to an independent 
laboratory where they were ana- 
lyzed for calories, fat, saturated 
fat. cholesterol and sodium. 

The idea was to survey main- 
st ream ..red -checkered- tablecloth 
Italian restaurants. This was not 
meant to be a study of the upscale 
Italian eateries that arc proliferat- 
ing in many metropolitan areas, 
the type of restaurant that serves 
small tangles of saffron fcituccine 
in big black bowls, nor was it to 
be a survey of pizza parlors or, 


, certainly, a look at the heatthful 
Mediterranean diet as eaten in 
Italy. 

And the conclusions? In light of 
the angry aftermath from Chinese 
restaurateurs, CSPI is carefully 
'trying to put a more positive spin 
on these results. 

"The biggest surprise was that 
many of these dishes made our 
low-fat list." said CSPI associate 
nutritionist Jayne Hurley, who ' 
directed both studies. Hurley said 
she was oven pleased with the test 
results for spaghetti topped with 
meatballs or sausage. "The reason 
is that, unlike Chinese food, with 
Italian food you get a large serv- 
ing of pasta and a small serving of 
. meat." 


But don't go loading up on 
lasagna. 

"The lowest-fat dishes at 
Chinese and Italian restaurants are 
good dishes, and certainly better 
titan typical American fast food. 
But the worst Italian entrees are 
clearly in a class by themselves.” 
Hurley said. 

Take that fcttuccinc Alfredo. 
The average 2!^ -cup serving (far 
larger than the traditional first- 
course serving) contained 1.500 
calorics and 97 grams of fat. 
That's more fat than in an entire 
stick of butter. 

"It’s the worst dish we’ve seen 
in 23 years of evaluating foods." 
Hurley said. 

The news about fcituccine 
Alfredo was no revelation to Joey 
Paesano Jr., manager of Joey 
Paesano of Mulberry St., a 
Manhattan restaurant that was one 
of the 21 eateries in the survey. 
"Well, it’s got heavy cream," he 
said. “It's expected. We sell tons 
of it. It's almost like you can’t not 
know. I mean, anybody vyho 
orders fcttuccinc Alfredo just 
doesn't care." 

And Insngnu? It came out just 
below the fcttuccinc as n nutri- 
tional no-no.

Dallas’ Johnson cool 
about making history

DALLAS — Only one coach in 
the history of the National Football 
Conference has won back-to-back 
Super Bowls. His name is on the tro- 
phy. 

Officially, Green Bay was a mem- 
ber of the NFL, not the NFC, when 
Vince Lombardi led the Packers to 
victories in Super Bowls I and II. In 
25 years since, Tom Landry, Joe 
Gibbs and Bud Grant have taken 
NFC clubs to consecutive Super 
Bowls but never won both. 

That puts Jimmy Johnson two vic- 
tories away from sharing a place 
with Lombardi. Just a couple of old 
— lincmen-who-made-good- r n-the- 
coaching business., 

“I stick out my chest when it’s 
over with, but in all honesty, that’s 
not a big motivator for me,” Johnson 
said. "Records and history are not a 
big factor for me; After it’s all over, 
sure I have a sense of pride. 

"But this game Sunday is the one 
we want to win because it gets us to 
the next week, and winning that one 
will mean a lot around here for the 
next few months along with having 
an impact on the players for the rest 
of their lives. I’m looking forward to 
winning two more games and getting 
on my boat in the hot sun.’’ 

Johnson will coach two more 
gam.es regardless of what happens 
Sunday at Texas Stadium. After the 
49ers’ game it’s on to the Bowl 
Super or Pro. 

The latter possibility is something 
Johnson dreads to the point of hav- 
ing already asked public relations 
director Rich Daltymple whether he 
would have to go. The answer is yes, 
so Johnson will be joining about half 
his-starting -lineup, in -Honolulu-if. 
neccssaxy.- 

Right now, that’s not in the plans. 
To Johnson, winning is the only 
thing even if that other guy said it 
first. 

It’s not the history of winning two 
in a row that appeals to him so much 
as the idea of doing something others 
said couldn’t happen. 

"People thought we would win last 
spring," he said. “But when we were 
0-2 and didn’t have Emmitt, Troy’s 
back was hurting, we supposedly had 
the Super Bowl hangover, everyone 
said, ’Well, it’s just a given that 
when you win the Super Bowl, you 
fall on your face the next year.’

Building executive blames rising 
lumber costs on environmentalists

WASHINGTON — An executi ve of th e 
National Home Builders Association says 
the Pacific Northwest dispute over old- 
growth forests ‘and the northern spotted owl 
has become a national problem because of" 
lumber prices. 

• Kent Colton, executive vice president of 
the association, said the dispute has created a 
serious lumber supply problem, impacting 
lumber prices nationally. 

Environmentalists disagreed, saying cycli- 
cal, seasonal and other market forces arc re- 
sponsible for the spiraling prices, and that 
stemming the flow of unprocessed U.S. logs 


to Japan would more than offset any antici- 
pated shortage in domestic wood supply. 

Congressional researchers concluded lost 
year that the nation's economic recovery, not 
spotted owls or federal logging restrictions, 
was the driving force behind sharp increases 
in lumber prices. •— 

Lumber and plywood typically account for 
only~about 5 percent of the cost of a new 
home, the Congressional Research Service 
said in a report last March. The forest lands 
subject to court orders banning logging in 
the Northwest provide less than 5 percent of 
the nation’s timber supply. 

The housing industry hopes its campaign 
will reach the consumer os a pockctbook is- 
sue. "Wc’vc all heard people say they’re 
putting off building a deck because lumber 
prices arc so high, ’’said Gary Donnelly, ex- 
ecutive vice president of the National Lum- 
ber and Building Material Dealers Associa- 
tion. 

Chris West, vice president of the North- 
west Forestry Association in Portland, Ore., 
has been watching the debate for more than 
five years. 

“For the first time, I think it is finally hit- 
ting die typical consumer," he said. 

Lumber prices rose to a record $510 per

— A 
national survey has confirmed the 
1992-93 ski season broke a fivc-ycar- 
old record for skier days, boosting ski 
resort profits by an average of 40 per- 
cent before taxes. 

"It was just a uniformly good snow 
year orbund the country and when that 
happens skiers turn out. That's why 
wc set not only a Colorado record but 
a national record," said Charles R. 
Gocldncr, a ski industry analyst and 
-profesfiOMif-markoting-nK bo-Univ^r — 

sity of Colorado. 

"A few years ago there was a bad 
snow year and people said interest in 
skiing was dying. But it seems that if 
there is a good snow year, even if eco- 
nomic conditions arc not the best, peo- 
ple will find a way to get up to the 
slopes," he added. 

With many areas reporting record 
snowfalls last year and sales of ski 
equipment up for the first time since 
the 1989-90 season, industry execu- 
tives had predicted skier, numbers 
would set a record. 

The survey, conducted for the Na- 
tional Ski Areas Association by an ac- 
counting firm, also reported the aver- 
age snowfall was up S3 percent over 
the previous season. The report said 
the average area received 195 inches, 
compared with 127 inches in 1991-92. 

Skier visits were up 6.3 percent to 
54 million from 50.8 million the pre- 
vious year, breaking the 1987-88 
record of 53.9 million. 

The average ski resort in the Central 
Rockies was the most profitable in 
dollar terms, earning $2,061 million. 
Eastern ski resorts were the mo st p rof- . 
'itablc in terms of return on investment 
at 46.1 percent. 


Analysts see minimal impact of quake across U.S. 
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Knight-Ridder News Service 

NEW YORK — The' earthquake that 
struck Los Angeles Monday may be a 
painful reminder that the American dream 
scema'4o>Iudej(^fomriC but it will have 
little impact on the nation’s economy, on- 
. alysts said Tuesday. 

Chief economist Robert Brusca at 
Nikko Securities estimated that the quake 
could subtract 0.1 or 0.2 percentage points 
from the first-quarter U.S. gross domestic 
product — at the most. 

— - “It’s a very rough estimate, biil thc dam- 
age is not going to be that great,” Brusca 
said. 

“The question is not how many dollars 


worth of damage the quake will enuse, but 
the flow of capital that will bo interrupted 
and then resumed.” 

Brusca said a first, very rough estimate 
would put the damage in the area of SI 
billion, close to the amount caused by the 
earthquake that hit the San Fernando Vol- 
ley in 1971, or the trail of fires that raged 
through Southern California last fall. 

“Even the San Francisco quake did not 
have a very large effect on GDP," Brusca 
added , referring to the temb lor tha t caused 
an estimated $7 billion In damage in Octo- 
ber 1989.-- 

Insurance companies, having weathered 
the more costly Midwest floods without 
too much pain, were clearly un fazed by 


prospects of a new batch of disaster-relat- 
ed claims and their stocks bounced back 
up today after dipping Monday. 

“With Hurricane Andrew, the damage 
was more widespread and climbed to $17 
billion," Brusca also said. "This Is small 
in comparison." 

The most lingering reminder of the 
quake is likely to be the traffic nightmares 
resulting from the collapse of several free- 
ways, affecting drivers already subjected 
to lengthy commutes around the Los An- 
geles area. 

— And for many small businesses, the af- 
termath of the quake may mean closing 
down the store or filing for limited 
bankruptcy protection. It will result in 


jobs lost, mostly in the retail and food in- 
dustry, analysts said. "There might be 
some pickup in construction but that's not 
the way to create jobs," said Brusca of an 
economy crippled by heavy downsizing in 
the space, military and computer sectors. 

“Overall, it’s going to be a setback to 
the local economy," Brusca concluded.

i drop as workers get fit 
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DETROIT (AP) — Workers at a 
furniturc manufactarcLwho have tak- 
en advantage of company programs 
to exercise, stop smoking and eat less 
fat have cut their medical bills in half, 
according to a stiRJy released 
Wednesday. 

If all workers with high health risks 
adopted low-risk lifestyles, “the sav- 
ings could amount to roughly $20 
million over three years," Steclcasc 
of Grand Rapids, Mich., said in a re- 
port to its 8,000 employees. 

The study by the University of, 
. Michigan Fitness Center started in 
1985 and has followed half of the 
-* company’s workers. Evaluations of 
" . their health care risks are done every 
three years. 

"The study confirmed that high- 
risk people arc high-cost people. That 
makes sense but it needed to be scien- 
tifically corroborated," saidD.W. Ed- 
ington, center director. 

Before Steclcasc truck driver Joel 
Pounder of Grand Rapids sought help 
from the company’s program ltf 
years ago, he was 30 pounds -over- 
weight, smoked, two to three packs of 
cigarettes a day, and had frequent 
colds and stomach and sinus trouble. 


"1 had been to see the doctor a cou- 
ple of times and he didn’t quite know 
what was making me sick,” Pounder, 
32, said Wednesday. After he took 
advice to exercise, stop smoking and 
improve his eating habits, “I haven’t 
.been to the doctor since. ... Exercise 
is a cure-all for a lot of things." 

. Workers in Steelcase’s wellness 
program arc evaluated and counseled 
on such programs as aerobics, stress 
management and smoking cessation. 
The company runs a health center 
with a lap pool and exercise ma- 
chines. 

In the nine years of the study, re- 
searchers found that 10 percent of the 
participants shifted from high risk to 
low risk while 5 percent shifted from 
low risk to high risk. Seventy-five 
percent remained in the lo w-risk cate- 
gory and nl percent rental nedfrlgln 
risk. 

Average annual claims of employ- 
ees who shifted to low risk from high 
risk dropped to $537 in 1988-1990 
from $1,155 in 1985-87, the study 
found. Employees who were high risk 
in 1985 and remained so in 1988 saw 
their average claims rise from $1,155 
to $1,677.
